Tu this 
add oiie pint of shortening or but- 
ler and a pint and a half of N'c w 
Orleans molasses. This naisl 
stand several hours after it i« 
well mixed, iiuke on oiled or but- 
tered paper and drop the mixture 
on by I cjispoonfnls. The snaps 
like to spread (Mil thin while bak 
iii^' and must have |>|cnty of room 
between one another ; it' they run 
together it is hard to free them 
from the |>apcr. 

Bake in moderate ovcn. Tbey 
are very crisp when fresh, bnl 
soften up after a day or two.

GREAT RUSSIANS THE nBIT 
OF SLAVONIC 
raOPLES. 



Washington, Alay 25. — The 
Creat Russians are the first of 

Sla\'onie jn'opli's, and tlie history 
of their rise is the history of the 
growth of the mighty Slavonic 
i'mpire. There are Liittle lius- 
sians, White Russians, Red Rus- 
sians, Cossai'ks and senres of wide- 
ly var\ iiig peo|)ies within the eon 
fines of the .Muscovite realm, but 
(•reat Russia ia the cradle of real 
Ktissians and the source of Rus- 
sian piof::! iss ,iiid j;re;ituess. Of 
this kennel people of the va.st mod- 
ern nation, a bulletin issued by the 
National (ieographic Society, at 
Washington, says : 

" Ib'fore all oilier Slavonic peo- 
ples, those of (ireat Uii.ssia have 
succeeded in building the most 
powerful, the most enduring and 
the mosi promising of empires. 
Cleat Uiissia I'oiiiprchemis that 
part of the empire which is bound, 
ed by the Polar Seas upon the 
north, by the I'ral mountains upon 
I lie east, Novgorod and Kursk uj)- 
on the sDiilli, and the Polish and 
Hallie provinces upon the west. 
Within these confines has grown 
u|) the power that, today, has 
brought into being the mightiest 
of all empires welded Ixftiiud one 
unbroken border. 

"The nucleus of Oreat Russia 
included a narrower region, with 
Kursk. Smolensk, Novgorod. Vol- 
ogda. Ni.jni .\ii\ e;uiii(l ami Tam- 
bov as it boundaries. .Moscow iff 
the lieart (d' this region, the inspir 
ation ill the development of the 
dominaiil Kussian. From this cen- 
tral region, f^iowiiii; oiil w.i rds. 
the Ku.ssiaii peo|ile have ttcveloped 
slowly, but steadily, through een- 
turiea; much as in I he case of tin 
individual of the north and in 
sliiin:; eoiitra-distinction to the 
nations of the south, they have 
come to the prime late. To«lay 
Unssia has reached a majority 
that is lilletl with unbounded |>ro 
misc. 

"The (ireat Uiissiaii has a tom li 
of Finnish and of Tartar blood 
the oiie making him a little more 
plilee'iiiat ie, a little tougher than 
liis oilier .*^la\iiiiie liidl hers, and 
the other giving him a 
thrift, making him a beit> i house 
keeper, than is the free-handed 
Pole, Little li'ussiaii and .Servian. 
The Finns at one time lived all 
along the Volga valley, while the 
Tartars several times inundated 
Muscovy diirini.' Uussian infancy. 

"(ireat Itiissian numbers about 
oile lllird of the Kmpire"s people. 

With the exception of Petrograd 
and Odessa, it includes the mor« 

iiiipiirtant. more profircssive cities 
(d li'u.ssi.i, and ,all nf l|ie eifit'S 
whose liisliHies air li'iis.siaii his 
tory, such as iiostov the Ureat, 
Tver, Moscow, Yarorlav, Vladimir 
and Tula, Throughout this land 
long and bitter winters reign, 
forcing the people to remain inae 
tive several months each year. 
I)uring these rold months, the 
Kussian peasant and bin family 
spend the time huddled around 
tlie great stoves, or, in veiy eidd 
weather, resting on tup of them. 

"The ])eHHant hoine in Great 
Uussia consists of only one room, 
fifteen feet si|uare, built with 
bunks arounil its walls, with. |ier- 
haps, a small loft overhead and a 
shallow cellar storeroom. The 
(Ircaf Uiissian villa<re is generally 
two long lines of these simple 
homes facing each other across a 
broad street. ileru)etically seal- 
ed *>igainst the stinging winter 
weather, the b'ussiaii liiniie in win- 
ter tends to make its dwellers 
stogy, for fresh air only finds ad- 
mis.sion with the opening and 
(dosing of the door. 

"The life of the Creat Hussiaii 
pea.sant is something far more 
simple than that of the poorest of 
America's farmers. Sour cab. 
Iia«e, black bread and cucumbers 
are the staples of his table. Sour 
cabbage, put up in casks, slightly 
salted and fermented, is the first 
thought of the hungry Ureat Rus- 
sian jieasant. This sour cabbage, 

eookeil in >i>iip. willi Mack bread, 
forms many and many a meal of 
the Russian family. Meal, except 
diirinji the harvest festivals, is 
rare at the inou.jik's table. De- 
spite simple fare, he, however, is 
a remarkable worker, and also » 
man of splendid physiipie.
